Javits Proposes

To Aid the Needy 


NEW YORK (LPA)—Rep. Jacob 
K. Javits (R., N.Y.) proposed to 
Agriculture Secretary Ezra Taft 
Benson that farm surpluses ac- 
cumulating under the farm price 
support programs be used to assist 
persons on public assistance rolls 
and those drawing old age bene- 
fits from social security or other 
similar plans. He made this pro- 
posal in a letter to Benson as part 
of a 4-point plan.

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Jeff Cohelan Has Tea With Attlee, 


Hears Famous Debates At Hyde Park 


Jeffery Cohelan, secretary-treas-|and Evening Standard as well, 


urer of Milk Drivers and Dairy 
Employes, Local 302, is now settl- 
ing down at the University of 
Leeds in England, some 180 miles 
north of London, for research in 
labor economics and workers edu- 
cation. 

Cohelan has been in England 
during July and August with his 
wife and four children on a Ful- 
bright fellowship. During that time 
he has been visiting labor insti- 
tutes and gatherings in England, 
Scotland, and on the continent of 
Europe. 


TEA WITH ATTLEE 

The Cohelans hadn’t been in 
England but a few days before 
they had tea at the House of Com- 
mons with Clement Attlee and a 
half dozen other Labor members 
of Parliament. 

With some clippings sent to a 
friend Cohelan added this com- 
ment: 

“Some of these items I believe 
important because they show how 
much importance the British give 
to dur actions.” 

One of the things in Britain 
which Cohelan admires is the Lon- 
don transport system. He writes 
that it “is truly remarkable. It’s 
fast and cheap.” He likes both 
their buses and the underground 
or subway, and remarks: “If we 
can ever get San Francisco and 
Alameda county together on a trans- 
portation program I’m going to 
start agitating for a subway sys- 
tem ... My impression is that the 
New York subway system is a bit 
faster than London’s, but both are 
most efficient.” 


OXFORD AND McCARTHY 

While lecturing at Oxford to a 
group of labor people, Cohelan 
found an attitude slightly cool to- 
ward Americans. He got hold of 
one of the lads after he had given 
his first lecture, and learned that 
the trouble was, “they were great 
concerned about the McCarthy 
hysteria, and couldn’t understand 
why we of the American labor 
movement weren’t doing something 
about it.” 

It was at Ruskin’College Oxford 
University, that Cohelan lectured. 
Speaking of the people he met 
there, he says: 

“I was most impressed by the 
Scottish and Durham miners. 
They’re a fierce and lovable lot. 
They combine a quality of humility 
with a brand of social idealism 
that is all too rare these days. This 
business of brotherhood has a deep 
meaning to these boys.” 

THE BRITISH PRESS 

Speaking of the British press, 

Cohelan writes:

Cohelan is following with inter-

“The fuss they’re making over 
TV is out of this world, and would 
be even funnier if it wasn’t so 
serious.” 

WESTMINSTER ABBEY 

Writing of Westminster Abbey, 
jwhere Queen Elizabeth was 
crowned, Cohelan says: 

“Westminster Abbey impressed 
one as a magnificent, timeless 
monument to this great nation 
|which for so many centuries has 
had a way of reminding us we are 
supposed to be civilized. Viewing 
jas we did the Coronation trappings 
in their natural setting, and seeing 
at first hand the intense and de- 
|voted interest of the predominantly 
British spectators, added some un- 
derstanding of the meaning of the 
|British monarchy and the role of 
{Church of England in the scheme 
of things. The Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and all he symbolizes will 
be with us for some time.” 
|HAMPSTEAD HEATH 

Toward the end of July, after 
living in a hotel for a time the 
Cohelans managed to get a flat in 
|which to live until Jeff's work at 
jthe University of Leeds began in 
'September. Speaking of this Lon- 
don flat, Cohelan wrote: 

“From the point of view of lo- 
cation we are delighted. We are 
|situated in northwest London just 
below Hampstead Heath. We are 
told by our milkman that we live 
in a Tory district. He quickly ad- 
}ded that the former Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in the Labor Gov- 
|ernment lived around the corner, 
as do some other good Labor men. 

“Hampstead Heath is 600 acres 
of parklike area. I use the word 
|park but it is not quite correct. 
|The area is not cultivated and 
maintained like our parks. It’s 
more like a municipal counterpart 
of our national park scheme where 
the natural beauty of the place 
|has been preserved. The Heath is 
latop one of the few hills in Lon- 
|don, One can see large sections of 
|the city east, west, and south from 
|this vantage point. The kids love

Labor Day Finds 


‘The Crusade Picks Up Where 
The Union Contract Stops!" 


Voluntary welfare agencies are a vital part of ‘American 
democracy, J. Lamar Childers, business representative of the 
Alameda County Building and Construction Trades Council, 
told 400 labor and management representatives here Wednes- 
day night, August 26. ‘ 

He spoke at the second annual United Crusade labor-man- 
agement dinner at the Leamington Hotel, financed by 35 pub- 
lic-spirited citizens to marshall labor and management forces 
behind the 1953 Crusade. 

“When the voluntary agencies disappear, we won't need 
to worry any more about any outside aggressor destroying 
our way life,” Childers declared. “We will already have 
crumbled from within.” 

Like other labor speakers at the dinner, Childers empha- 
sized that the voluntary nature of United Crusade giving must 
be preserved. 


Childers Tells of Allocations 


Childers described his work as a member of the United 
Crusade admissions and allocations committee, which hears 
budget requests of the six causes making up the United 
Crusade: Alameda County Heart Association, American 
Cancer Society, Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation, East 
Bay Federation of Community Chests and United Defense 
Fund—USO. 


“It was a new experience for me, as a labor man, to have 
to refuse legitimate requests on the grounds that the money 
wasn't there,’’ Childers said. “There are so many needs for 
money, we often had to say no when all of us wanted to say 


yes. 


The importance of preserving voluntary giving was also 
stressed by Robert S. Ash, secretary of the Alameda County 
Central Labor Council and vice-president of the California 
State Federation of Labor. 

“When we lose sight of the fact that participation in the 
United Crusade is voluntary, we will destroy the entire organ- 
ization,” Ash declared. & 

He commended the work of labor's two full-time represen- 
tatives on the United Crusade staff: Raymond R. Colliver, 
AFL Community Services representative, and Arthur Hellen- 
|der, CIO Community Services representative. 

“The Community Services department of the Crusade 
picks up where the union contract stops,’ Ash said. “It serves

A justified strike of employes 
against The Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. is over, a slim majority 
of the membership of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers Union having 
voted to accept the settlement 
forced upon them by this public 
utility monopoly. 

In the U. S. Supreme Court, 
in cases where the members do 
not agree, it is a common pro- 
cedure for the dissenting mem- 
bers to issue a “Minority Opinion.” 

In that light I would like to state 
to friends in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor a fact well known 
to both the company and its em- 
ployes, namely, that most of those 
who voted to accept the so-called 
“offer” did so, not because they 
approved of the settlement, but 
simply because they were forced to 
return to work by financial hard- 
ship.

Sleeping Car Porters Make Great

The Brotherhood .of Sleeping 
Car Porters was organized by A. 
Philip Randolph in New York City, 
August 25, 1925. Within the first 
year, Randolph was able to rally 
a half dozen men around him to 
help lead and develop the organi- 
zation, Among these was C. Lau- 
rence Dellums of Oakland. Ran- 
dolph acted as president and gen- 
eral organizer and Dellums as or- 
ganizer and secretary-treasurer of 
the Oakland Division until 1929.

HUTCH AND MEANY

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BANK SUBSIDY 


Would you think it smart to de- 
posit a month’s pay in a dozen dif- 
ferent banks? 

The idea sounds a little silly and 
certainly would be poor business.

Uncle Sam has $6,500,000,000 in 
about 12,000 banks, AND he col-!

“This amounts to a subsidy of 
approximately $150,000,000 a year 
to the banks,’ Senator Douglas 
pointed out.

The difference lies in the} 
fact that the government pays the, 
banks 2% per cent or more inter-| 
est on the bond, but collects noth-| 
ing from the banks on its deposits.)

Editorials 
Plot Against Depositors? 


Representative Albert Rains, Democrat, Alabama, member 
of the House Banking and Currency Committee, demands 
that when Congress reconvenes in January an investigation be 
made of what he calls a ‘‘plan to wreck’ the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. 

The FDIC was made law by the Roosevelt Administration 
when the banks collapsed in the ‘thirties. The idea of it is so 
simple and workable, and the need for it so obvious that it 
seems strange it hadn't been made law many years before. 
Banks insure themselves under it against failure, so that de- 
positors are sure to get their money, instead of having it wiped 
out as it was in the many bank failures following the Harding- 
Coolidge-Hoover GOP “normalcy”’ period. 

Yet obvious as is the need for such a law, and well'as it 
has worked, with banks now advertising the fact that de- 
positors’ money is safe because of this law, the painful fact is 
that the banks opposed the law's passage. So we're not much 
surprised by Representative Rains’ statement that the big 
New York banks “never have thought FDIC to be necessary 
and never have become reconciled to helping pay for it.” 

Rains points out that some of the biggest banks in the 
country, including the National City, the Manufacturers’ 
Trust, and the Chemical Bank & Trust Company, ran many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in arrears on their pay- 
ments into the FDIC fund for insuring depositors. The man 
who allowed much of these arrears to lapse into outlaw has 
been promoted by FDIC under the Republican Administration, 
says Rains, and the man who made the big banks pony up 
much of the money has been dropped. 

Representative Rains is cruel enough to say also: 

“With the change of Administration this year, the big New 
York bankers came into political power. One of the biggest of the 
New York financial institutions—National City Bank—placed three 
of its men high in the new Administration, among them W. Ran- 
dolph Burgess, Deputy to the Secretary of the Treasury. It is 
no secret that Burgess does not look kindly on the FDIC.” 

Looks like Brer Rains has got hold of a skunk by the tail. 
Maybe we'll get another smell in January, or maybe the new

GOP Budget Slash Hits 
19 Wage-Hour Offices 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Nine- 
teen field offices of the Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Divi- 
sions are being closed. This will 
leave 44 offices to cover the coun- 
try, 10 of them regional offices. 

This translates in part the effect 
of the 22 per cent budget slash 
voted by the 83rd congress for the 
organization which administers 
and enforces the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act and the Walsh-Healey 
Public Contracts Act. In terms of 
staff, Wage-Hour is being cut from 
1,375 jobs to 1,000. 

The division spent $7,639,139 in 
fiscal year 1953. This was cut by 
Congress to $6,250,000. While the 
cuts were pending, the Admini- 
strators William McComb, and Sec- 
retary of Labor Durkin had de- 
cided that the most effective way 
to absorb the cuts would be to 
close the three regional offices at 
Kansas City, Nashville and Boston. 
The conference report, as approved 
by Congress, directed, however, 
that “none of the regional of- 
fices be closed.” 

The field offices being closed 
are located at Manchester, N. H.; 
Springfield, Mass.; Syracuse, N. 
Y.; Camden, N. J.; Roanoke, Va.; 
Memphis, Tenn.; Mobile, Ala.; Sa- 
vannah, Ga.; Miami, Fla.; Colum- 
bus and Toledo, O.; South Bend, 
Ind.; Madison, Wis.; Sioux City, 
Ia.; Fort Worth and El Paso, Tex.; 
Shreveport, La.; and Wichita, Kan. 
Because of the administrative 
problems involved, the offices will 
not be closed on a single day but 
will all be out of business before 
the end of August.
